A periphery portion 21 of a spectacle lens 20 rotating in the direction of arrow B 
is pressed against a roughly cutting zone 16 of a blade 12 in a cutting rotational 
member 10 rotating in the direction of arrow A, thereby roughly cutting the periphery 
portion 21. 

Then, the spectacle lens 20 is moved in the direction of arrow C, and brought to 
a finishing cutting zone 18 or 19 having a cutting groove 14 to cut and form a holding 
projection 22 on the periphery portion 21 . At this time, as the blade 1 2 is provided with 
a torsional angle 0, the contact between the blade 12 and the spectacle lens 20 is close 
to an inclined point contact. Thus, a large load is not applied onto the spectacle lens 4, 
and cutting can be performed smoothly.

The feature of the present embodiment is to structure the cutting rotational 

member 10 by combining divided cutting rotational members 10A, 10B .... 

In particular, the blade 12 of the divided cutting rotational member 10C having 

the roughly cutting zone 16 is worn out rapidly , and needs to be constantly exchanged. 

The present embodiment was provided to solve such a problem. 
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
